Road Condition's In Rhode Island 


Detailed studies of local road build- 


ing syaicins in imo hundred counties 
arc now being carried on by tlie De- 
partment of Agriculture In co-opera- 
tion svlth Stito highway departments 
and local authorities, 
Tho following 


counties Jn • Rhode Island have been 
designated by Ihe State highway oil!- 
clnU, as those In which the investiga- 
tion should be made: 
Washington, 


Newport, and Providence. 


The purpose of this study Is to dis- 


cover the point* of excellence and de- 
fects In existing local methods of build- 
ing and maintaining rouJs which will 
Kid the State authorities to put local 
ro:id management on n systematized 
basis. 
Tlyjco-oiwrnling State authori- 


ties have been asked to designate coun- 
ties that present typical and excep- 
tional features as to toiwgraphy, char- 
acter of road materials, methods ot con- 
struction and maintenance, administra- 
tive organization, methods of 
road 


financing, and traffic conditions. From 
these lists 100 counties will be selected, 
and in Ihcso counties the Division 6( 
Head Economics will make intensive 
studies. 


This investigation is prompted by the 


fact that there Is a^ present very Uttlo 
knowledge as to tho most effective and 
economical methods by which a county 
can develop Ita roads. At present tho 
methods of financing local road im- 
provements 
vary from , calling on 


farmers for a certain number of days 
labor in lieu of a road tax, or tho uso of 
county prisoners in road construction, 
to bond Issues or maintenance of roads 
from dram-shop license funds. 


The Department will study all of 


these systems with tho view to deter- 
mining what system or combination o: 
systems works best in actual practice. 


There Is, moreover, at present no 


standard system of keeping accounts 
for road building and maintenance, am 
as a result, while some counties know 
to R penny the purpose for which money 
was spent, others have no 
definite 


check or reporting system.. Araoni 
various counties with the same condi 
lions, cost for excavation or other labor 
Is anything hut uniform, and many 
counties, because of tho absence of 
definite knowledge, fail to uso local and

In general, however, in every group of 
a hundred nnd forty men In this pan of 
the country there will bo found less 
abuso of alcohol now than there used 
to be. Drunkenness Is a disappearing 
ovll. Them Is noticeably less of it in 
tho Rhode Island Legislature In these 
days than thero was thirty and morn 
years ago, just as there is less of it In 
social clubs, In church congregations 
and In practically all classes of society. 


But while the General Assembly has 


much improved In the matter, of tho 
continence of its numbers It lias greatly 
deteriorated In the mailer of their in- 
tellectual quality, •* Thero wero aU?o- 
luloly no men In the late Assembly of 
tho calibre of real leaders by force of 
mind, euch u used to bo found in every 
Assembly, and tho average mentality 
of the members as & whole was shame- 
fully low-trio lowest, in fact, in any 
Assembly, 8t least within tha memory 
of anybody now living
